dent. 

“For the first time since he 
has been in the White House, 
Mr. Eisenhower is out of step 
with the public,” Howe said. He 
blamed the governments of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France for failure to come up 
with a scheme for the unifica- 
tion. of the Arab nations in the 
Middle East. 

Miss Fleeson said she be- 
lieved Mr. Eisenhower had a 
limited view of the Middle East | 
crisis “because of the limitation | 
of his contacts in recent | 
months.” She said his isolation 
resulted from his military train- 
ing, the pressure of his office 
and his personal tastes. | 

“We are fofcing one nation 
down the path where we can 
not force other transgressors,” 
Miss Fleeson said. “The realiza- 
tion of this is increasing in. 
Congress and will be heard.” 

Miss Fleeson predicted that 
the Senate would not imple- | 
ment sanctions against Israel | 
even if the U.N. voted them on 
the basis of American support. 
She said the pro-sanction policy | 
was designed by Secretary of | 
State John Foster Dulies who | 
has “one staunch friend—Mr. 
Eisenhower.” 

“And the way the Govern- 
ment of the United States is 
set up. he ‘only needs one 
friend,” she said. ‘So in a way, 
the Senators are wasting their 
time talking about this now.” 

Hetherington said it will be 
an “unhappy day for the United 
Nations” if the United States 
delegation lobbies and votes for | 
sanctions against Israel.

CLINTON, Tenn., Feb. 22 
(AP)—The Anderson county 
school board voted yesterday 
to expel a 21-year-old Negro 
senior, who had been suspended 
from Clinton high school for 
striking a white boy and draw- 
ing a knife. 

The student, Alfred Williams. 
was suspended after he struck 
Dan Ward, 15, and then drew 
a knife, threatening Ward and 
other white boys ih a school 
corridor. The incident took 
place Feb. 4. Ward has not 
returned to class since. 

At a hearing, Williams ad- 
mitted striking Ward, who he 
said was ridiculing him and an- 
other Negro boy. Williams said 
he pulled a knife from his poc- 
ket when another white bov 
approached him “with his hands 
in his pockets ...

A Ray of Hope 

Prime Minister Ben-Gurion’s plea for further 
discussions in an effort to reach an understand- 
ing with the U.N. keeps alive a slight glimmer 
of hope and calls for constructive statesmanship 
in Washington and New York. 

Although he again rejected demands for 
Israeli withdrawal, the Prime Minister, seemed 
to offer some modification of the conditions 
under which Israel would comply with U.N. 
resolutions. He said Israel would quit the Gulf 
of Aqaba if a U.N. force is established there; 
and President Eisenhower has committed this 
country to support a U.N. occupation. As for 
Gaza, Prime Minister Ben-Gurion said Israel 
would leave if assured that Egypt would not 
return—which might open the way to some form 
of U.N. administration. 

Thus there is every reason to continue the 
negotiations as Israel asks. Constructive states- 
manship will seek a compromise that would 
make it politically possible for the Ben-Gurjon 
government to comply with U.N. sentiment,’ ’ 

It is the business of wise diplomacy to build 
bridges on which governments can retreat from 
exposed positions without facing political catas- 
trophe at home. 

Necessarily, the main responsibility for de- 
vising some such creative: resolution of the 
crisis rests on Secretary Dulles. In his desire 
to mend American fences with the African and 
Asian nations — an essential enterprise made 
necessary by the Soviet Union's extraordinary 
efforts to project its influence into the Middle 
East and Asia—Mr. Dulles has had to pay close 
attention to saving Arab faces. Indeed this is 
the basic reason why he is unable to offer the 
kind of absolute guarantees Israel has been 
asking—because to do so would create political 
troubles for the Arab leaders who have got out 
on the limb of implacable hostility to Israel. 

But it is quite possible that the Israeli leaders 
are now in an equivalent position. If so, it is 
Mr. Dulles’s duty, not to force them into a 
corner, but to find some convenient escape 
hatch by which they can avoid having to choose 
between acceptance of U.N. resolutions and po- 
litical surviva} at home. | 

In his speech Wednesday night, President 
Eisenhower pointed out that it is Egypt's duty, 
as much as Israel's, to live up to the armistice 
agreement, which both have violated. As Amer- 
ican policy should bear with equal weight on 
both belligerents, so it should grant as much 
tolerance and latitude to one side as to the other. 

The objective of American policy must be to 
secure Israel's prompt. withdrawal from Gaza 
and the Gulf of Aqaba, for upon that depends 
the whole effort to stabilize the Middle East. 
But we hope the objective will be pursued tem- 
perately, with wisdom and understanding. Let 
no doors be closed to discussion or minds closed 
to fruitful innovation. And let the grave issue 
of sanctions be postponed as long as possible.

The second report of the aldermanic hospital 
committee, covering Homer G. Phillips Hospital 
and St. Louis Chronic Hospital, is an echo of 
the earlier report on Malcolm Bliss Psychiatric 
and City Hospitals. It is a story of too many 
patients and too few doctors and nurses. And 
the task of the inadequate staff is made more 
difficult by the lack of laboratory facilities, sur- 
gical recovery rooms and the like. 

Physical expansion, of course, cannot be 
brought about overnight. But since the staff 
shortages, are attributed largely to salaries lower 
than those paid by other hospitals, the remedy 
here may be a quick one. Salaries should be 
brought up to the prevailing scale—even if this 
involves temporary diversion of funds from 
other uses. 

This is especially urgent in the case of nurses 
where a shortage breeds shortages. Because 
there are not enough nurses at Homer G. Phil- 
lips, the hospital was able to accept only 32 of 
135 applicants for training. It could not provide 
instructors for the larger number and thus was 
deprived of the help of about 100 student nurses. 

This situation was known to the Board of Al- 
dermen and the City Administration long before 
the committee report was submitted, yet appar- 
ently nothing was done, Unfortunately reports 
and more reports will not provide more nursing 
care. There is no good reason why this aspect 
of the hospital problem should not be taken in 
hand before an over-all program of improve- 
ment is evolved. The patients who need this

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Trader Khrushchev 


Nikita Khrushchev’s proposal for a general 
withdrawal of all troops from foreign territory 
is not new, but it is interesting that he chose 
to emphasize it in his interview with Joseph 
Alsop. The kind of horse trade he suggests 
would have earned the admiration of David 
Harum. 

Khrushchev says Russia will withdraw i 
troops from Eastern Europe provided the United 
States withdraws its troops from Western Eu- 
rope—and from Asia, and from all foreign bases 
everywhere on the globe. In other words, 
Khrushchev is blandly suggesting that the 
United States buy a horse from Russia and pay 
for it, not once, but again and again. He wants 
the West to trade a troop withdrawal for a troop 
withdrawal, and also trade a liquidation of 
American bases—which provide the chief deter- 
rent to Soviet aggression—for nothing. 

There will, of course, be no transaction along 
these lines, but the West ought to find some 
way of letting Khrushchev know it finds his 
discussion of withdrawing troops from Eastern 
Europe quite interesting. Ending the Soviet 
occupation there is something the West wants 
to encourage, indeed stimulate, by all peaceful 
means. If the time ever comes when the Soviet

One way to change all this, of course, would 
be to change the complexion of the city’s legisla- 
tive delegation—to replace the city's sitting Sen- 
ators and Representatives with persons more 
interested in the city’s needs. That would be a 
difficult assignment, but not impossible. The 
victory of the Tucker slate of Charter Freehold- 
ers last spring demonstrated conclusively that 
when the people are aroused they can defeat 
any combination of politicians. 

If this legislative session is as unproductive 
for St. Louis as many of those of recent years, 
the formation of a Citizens Committee for a 
Good Legislative delegation might be indicated. 
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A Man of Integrity 

When’ the late Senator William B. McKinley 
of Illinois voted for the World Court in 1926 he 
turned to Arthur Capper of Kansas and said: 
“That vote will probably cause my defeat for 
re-election.” He knew how bitter was the Re- 
publican partisanship against the League of Na- 
tions and the World Court. He was defeated 
but he was also an honorable man, true to his 
conscience. Thurmond Chatham of North Caro- 
lina was defeated for re-election to the House 
of Representatives last year after refusing to 
sign the Southern Manifesto against the de- 
segregation decision. Since Mr. Chatham's re- 
cent death it has become known that he said: 
“I would rather lose the election than com- 
promise with conviction.” Thurmond Chatham, 
too, deserves to be remembered as a man of 
integrity, conscience and courage. 
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A Book With Light in It 

When Zechariah Chafee Jr. died two weeks 
ago, the University of Kansas Press was in the 
process of distributing copies of the late Har- 
vard law professor's latest book, “Three Human 
Rights in the Constitution.” Based on the Ste- 
phens lectures delivered at the K.U. Law School, 
this book is an eloquent reminder that not all 
the liberties of citizens of the United States are 
guaranteed in the Bill of Rights. Several that 
are most important are referred to in the Con- 
stitution itself and thus were approved before 
the first 10 amendments. 

In addition to the writ of habeas corpus, 
which Prof. Chafee dealt with elsewhere, he 
pointed out to his Kansas audience that the Con- 
stitution proper secures the right of freedom of 
debate in Congress. This right is taken for 
granted now, but its formulation in words was 
significant enough to warrant a place in the 
Constitution. 

Then the Constitution forbids “bills of at- 
,tainder” and “ex post facto Jaws.” A bill of at- 
tainder would be a condemnation by the legisla- 
tiye branch without judicial action—a direct de 
términation of guilt and imposition of punish- 
fai@nt, An ex post facto law would seek to apply 
‘punishment retroactively. Every citizen may be 
thankful that all such impositions would be 
un¢onstitutional. 4 

Zechariah Chafee also regarded “freedom of 
movement” as a constitutional right even though 
it is not expressly set forth in so many words, 
Lack of mobility plagued people in the 1600s 
and 1700s. By 1787, the year of the constitu- 
tional convention, the right to go and come was 
appreciated as a basic, popular right. And so 
no wonder Prof. Chafee said: 

“We have wandered a long way from the kind 
of country we love; and it is time to stop and look 
over the distance that which separates us from 
what we once were. It is time to ponder wheth- 
er it is worth while to do all we have done to 
men and women (in admission and deportation 
cases), whether freedom should be sacrificed 
so much as this to fear.” 

We have been glad te see tributes to Prof. 
Chafee in a number of newspapers. For as 
The Washington Post said, “Everyone who cher- 
ishes freedom is his heir.” He did in truth—and 
the Kansas book is further evidence—leave “a 
heritage that only a blind and cynical generation 
could dissipate.”

The weak laws governing the safety 
and inspection of nursing homes in Mis- 
souri will be strengthened, of course. 
- Yet the problem is far greater than 
the drawing up of a set of rules. 

Even under the present inadequate 
regulations 277 homes now are operat- 
ing in Missouri without licenses. Pros- 
ecuting attorneys say they are reluctant 
to move against the unlicensed homes 
because there would be no other place 
for the old people to go. 


Certainly the state cannot permit un- 
sanitary conditions and the operation 
of fire traps. But substandard homes 
exist also because some relatives of the 
aged are unable or unwilling to pay the 
higher cost of decent, safe accommoda- 


tions. 

The state, through its powers of li- 
censing, has the primary obligation to 
set minimum safety standards. The 
homes that cannot meet them should be 
closed. And if the costs to relatives 
rise accordingly, at least they would 
not have the cheaper but dangerous 
alternative of the substandard homes,

There are laws in Missouri in Iowa 
and in Illinois that provide for inspec- 
tions of nursing homes and that require 
standards. But in many instances those 
legal requirements are nullified in jur- 
isdictional disputes between state and 
municipal licensing and _ inspection 
agencies. 


Asa result of two widely publicized 
tragedies in five days, public inspection 
and licensing agencies may bear down 
on institutions that are operating under 
threat of suspension. 

But if such nursing and rest homes 
are closed, what is to happen to the 
patients now in their care? 


The answer then is not altogether 
ore of rigid inspections and stern en- 
forcement of laws regulating nursing 
homes. Rather, it must be found in the 
more comprehensive answer to the 
question of how provision shall be 
made for the care of old people who 
have no homes of their own and who 
no longer can be cared for in the 
homes of relatives. 

What obligation does the govern- 
ment have, beyond inspection of pri- 
vate nursing care favilities, to these 
older citizens, some of whom are proud 
that they can pay, within reason, their 
own way? '

“The trouble with that one,” said 
Mr, Boan, talking of his son Eddie, “is 
that he don’t know what he wants to 
do. He knows very well what he don’t 
want to do, but he don’t know what he 
do want to do.” 


What young Eddie didn’t want to do 
was to be a gardener like his father, 
nor to work on a farm like his broth- 
ers, nor to be in a shop, nor to learn a 
trade, nor to look after horses. And 
he was no “scholard,” either. So his 
future was somewhat of a problem to 
Eddie and a bigger one to his parents. 

And then one day Eddie saw a splen- 
did vision. It was Mr. Sheffield, im- 
pressive and portly, finely dressed, 
emerging from the doorway of the 
Manor House, off for an afternoon in 
town. And Eddie’s future was clear. 

“Dad,” said Eddie, “I know What I’m 
going to be. I'm going to be a butler 
like Mr. Sheffield.” 

“For Every Fa- 
vour” is the story 
of Eddie Boan’s 
rise to success, for 
he became, as Ed- 
ward Shrewsbury, 
the British butler 
par excellence, 
lending luster to an 
hitherto unglamor- 
ized business. 
Shrewsbury, with 
the presence of a 
bishop and the tact 
of a courtier, can 
take his place with 
the peerless Jeeves, 
the ubiquitous Bunter and the devoted 
Weller, as loyal retainer supreme. 

So compelling is Miss Ferguson’s 
persuasive pen that her readers, most 
of whom will never have and will never 
feel the lack of a butler, will discover 
themselves shedding a sympathetic 
tear for a vanishing race and for the 
stately homes they served. 


Shrewsbury’s climb to the eminence 
of butlerhood and the drive which mo- 
tivated it could have happened only 
in those high and far-off times when 
Queen Victoria ruled England, the but- 
ler ruled the domestic staff and deco- 
rum ruled society. Even against this 
background, it is difficult at times to 
remember that Miss Ferguson is not 
writing with tongue in cheek. With 
head in clouds, it may be, but never 
satirically. This is a serious tale of an 
era which probably never actually 
existed, but which lives in our social 
memory nevertheless. 


Some of the more-knowing readers 
of this novel may laugh at the ab- 
surdities of Shrewsbury, whose selfless 
devotion makes even Old Dog Tray 
look like a mongrel of ingratitude. But 
there is portrayed here a quality of 
zeal and interest for lack of which we

ON THE WHOLE, we see less of this process tek- 
ing place as we drive through the country than we ‘ 
would have even 30 years ago. Our route for the past @& 
few days ran southwest from Little Rock to Tex- 
arkana and on to Tyler, Tex., and back again to 
Shreveport. The pattern of land use in southwest 
Arkansas and the part of east Texas we visited is 
much the same. Most of the area consists of shallow 
and often sandy soils which were covered originally 
with pine forest. Exceptions to this are the alluvial 
lands along the rivers which grew hardwoods and the 
swamps which supported cypress, Some of this tim- 
ber was simply cut and burned by early settlers; more 
of it was logged off by lumbermen. Then for a short 
space of years practically all this. land was farmed; & 
much of it to cotton. ‘

IT NEEDED only a few years to burn the humus & 
out of these soils and render them almost totally un- & 
productive. Where they are still being farmed, they —& 
erode badly unless terraced or kept in grass. But vast 
acreages here have been abandoned as farm land and & 
today .are going back to pine. Timber and paper §& 
companies are putting together large tracts on which § 
to grow pulp-wood, for the short-leaf and loblolly # 
shoot up remarkably fast in this warm, moist climate §& 
with its long growing season. So far, I believe, not 
too much study has been given to the ecological re- 
lationships existing in the original forests, but this 
will come in time.

in your garden runs something like this. A _ tiny 
handful of hybridizers through the country develop 
thousands of new varieties of which only a few dozen 
even see the light of day. After thorough testing 
over years, the successful varieties go into preduction. 
The grower produces these by “budding” single leaf 
buds of the desired variety onto a one-year root stock 
of rosa multiflora, the plant used for farm fencing. 
:. The grafted bud is just about the size of the head of 
an old-fashioned match and is inserted into a tiny slot 
cut in the bark of the multiflora stem. When this 
graft “takes,” the multiflora stem is removed and 
the graft is forced for a year, when the new rose 
bush is ready to be dug, graded, wrapped, shipped 
and eventually planted in your garden.

“But let me tell you what 
kind of a man Mr. DeMille is. 
There's one scene where 
Rameses, played by Yul Bryn- 
ner, is supposed to drive his 
chariot, so Mr. DeMille got in 
it, raced those gorgeous black 
horses and the chariot around 
in a huge cirele, pulled up to 
where the cast was standing 
and said, ‘It's all right, Yul, you 
can do it now.’”

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New Films

T oe neg magi DeMille’ “THE TEN COMMAND- 
da) nderttatement ' OUIS THEATER, is imposing is 
eld ‘master Uresiedaiee a this tremendous film, which the 
er shot in Egypt and Jordan for 
its outdoor scenes, and on which he is 
supposed to have spent $13,500,000, noth- 
ing has been spared in the spectacular. 
Starting with an all-star cast of a dozen 
famous names, Mr. DeMille lavished a for- 
tune on it in sets, in costumes, in research, 
in the multitudes of Hebrew slaves and 
the vast onslaught of the Egyptian chariots 
(peopled by the actual present-day Egyptian cavalry) and 
in trick effects such as the parting of the Red Sea by the 
wind to allow the passage of the fugitive Hebrews and the 
engulfing of the pursuing Egyptians. 

Yet in this three hours and 39-minute mammoth pic- 
ture, I think I was most impressed by the dramatic force 
of the more intimate scenes in the first half. As Biblical 
accounts left a 30-year gap between the time the infant 
Moses was found in the bullrushes by Pharaoh’s daughter 
and the time he had to flee Egypt because he killed an 
Egyptian, Mr. DeMille, understandably, has taken from such 
ancient historians as Josephus, the account that Moses be- 
came a mighty general who conquered the Ethiopians, and 
a Prince of Egypt. The story has Moses engineering the 
Pharaoh’s mighty treasure city in Goshon in eastern Egypt 
with Hebrew slave labor. The details of the rivalry between 
Moses and the heir-apparent to the throne Rameses II, 
Moses’s compassion for the Hebrews, and the plot to ex- 
pose Moses as the son of Hebrew slaves, have been worked 
into sinewy drama by a quartet of scripters. 

Moses is played with great strength by Charlton Heston, 
As the story progresses with his banishment into the desert, 
his first reception of the Divine word on Mount Sinai at 
the burning bush, and his return inio Egypt to lead his 
people out of slavery, Mr. Heston assumes a majesty and 
nobility, differing him from the young and arrogant general, 
which is more than a shock of whitening hair and a long 
beard. He visibly grows in stature and in depth: Yul 
Brynner, as Rameses II, is a tough and fiery antagonist. 
His burning and ominous performance enlarges the dramatic 
conflict, and there is no more telling moment than when 
the sorrowing Rameses places the body of his small son on 
the arms of an idol to try to restore him to life. 

All the performances are well molded—and this is a 
triumph for Mr. DeMille, who has never been particularly 
succeeded in getting more than stilted dramatics out of his 
performers. Cedric Hardwicke as the o]d Pharaoh, Sethi, 
Anne Baxter as the princess Nefretiri, Martha Scott as 
Moses’s true mother and Nina Foch as the Pharaoh’s daugh- 
ter who adopted him, Judith Anderson as the vindic- 

—__tive slave who gave away the secret of Moses’s birth, Ed- 
ward G. Robinson and Dathan, a toadying Hebrew, Yvonne 
DeCarlo as Sephora, the shepherd’s daughter who became 
Moses’s wife after his banishment, along with Debrah Paget, 
as a water-girl, John Derek as Joshua and Vincent Price as 
the overlord slain by Moses, do first-rate work. 

However, when the huge effects are predominant—the 
flight from Egypt, the pillar of fire which turned back 
Rameses’s chariots, the Red Sea miracle, the old-fashioned 
DeMille orgy in the worshipping of the idol of the Golden 
Calf by the Israelites, and the engraving of the Ten Com- 
mandments on the mountain-side by lightning—the quiet 
spiritual values, the personal dramatic intensity which could 
have made this so much more moving, are quite submerged 
in the spectacle, the almost circusy effects. Mr. DeMille, 
in the zenith of his career, couldn’t resist actually fulfilling 
the famed Hollywood superlative—‘“colossal,”"—but his co- 
lossus is one of sheer overwhelming size, not of the spirit. 


Courageous Guy 

From “THE WINGS OF EAGLES,” film biography of 
Frank “Spig” Wead at LOEW’S STATE, you learn that Wead 
was one hell of a guy. A pioneer naval fighter squadron 
commander and Schneider Cup racer, he was a devil-may- 
care type, but, one gathers, not much of a 
family man, until a fall down a flight of 
stairs left him paralyzed for two years and 
cut off his flying career at the age of 31. 
Teaching himself by sheer determination 
to hobble about on two canes, he began a 
new career as screenwriter, playwright and 
novelist,” getting his start from Director 
John Ford, and doing such screenplays as “Hell Divers” 
(1931), “Test Pilot,” “The Citadel” and “Ceiling Zero,” for 
which he had written the hit stage play. After Pearl Har- 
bor, he insisted on going back into the Navy, devised the 
plan of supporting aircraft carriers with “jeep” carriers, 
and, crippled though he was, saw action directing aircraft 
from the bridge of the carrier Yorktown in 14 major air 
strikes, before he was taken off with a bad heart, the rank 
of Commander and the Legion of Merit. He returned to 
Hollywood long enough to write the screen play for “They 
Were Expendable,” starring John Wayne, and directed by 
Ford. He died in 1947. 

Wayne himself plays Wead in this film, and Ford has 
directed it. The study of a rough-and-ready man with mag- 
nificent courage is moving in its serious moments. Unfor- 
tunately Ford (who is played in the film by Ward Bond) 
tried to liven up the proceedings with a lot of supposedly 
roistering humor which is either juvenile or slapsticky. A 
note of realism is hinted at once or twice in SSpead’s differ- 
ences with his wife (Maureen O'Hara) but this is quickly 
glossed over for conventional sentiment. 


Tender-Hearted Fighter 

Another biography of a war flyer, Col. Dean Hess, “the 
flying parson,” is recounted in “BATTLE HYMN,” at the 
FOX. Col. Hess, who has written a book on his experiences, 
is played by Rock Hudson in the story of a man torn be- 
tween doing his duty for his country .; a 
fighter pilot and compassion for the vic- 
tims of war. After World War II, when he 
served in the Army Air Force as a pilot, 
Col. Hess became a minister of the gospel, 
and suffered from a sense of guilt for hav- 
ing accidentally bombed a German orphan- 
age. When the Korean War began, he left 
his pulpit for the Air Force, and was assigned to training a 
Korean fighter unit. While flying 250 missions against the 
enemy, the kind-hearted Col. Hess devoted his spare time 
on the ground in feeding and housing the assorted Korean 
war orphans who showed up at the field. He finally gath- 
ered about 400 of them in an orphanage, and during an 
enemy breakthrough, obtained an airlift to take them to 
safety on an island. He still helps the orphanage, devoting 
his profits from the film to it. This doesn't go deeply enough 
into the colonel’s conflicts within himself to be great drama, 
but it is a touchingly sentimental story with a good per- 
formance by Hudson. 


Good Acting 

The tone of a third war film, “MEN IN WAR,” at the 
ESQUIRE, is by contrast one of stark realism. It is the fa- 
miliar format of a small group caught in an untenable posi- 
tion. Robert Ryan, as a lieutenant left with only 17 men of 
his platoon and surrounded by the Com- 
munist forces in Korea, attempts to lead 
his men back to their own lines. He is 
plagued by snipers, mortar fire, mines, 
panic among some of his own men, and 


Ryan gives a really first-rate performance as the bat- 
tle-weary lieutenant, and Ray is also quite good as the ser- 
geant. Unfortunately, for all its realistic atmosphere, the 
story is weakened by some contrived points in Philip Yor- 
dan's script. Tactically, some of the happenings are uncon- 
vincing. And I for one, couldn't take the shot of the Negro 
soldier, supposed to be the rear guard, poetically placing 
daisies on his helmet while two enemy soldiers creep up 
en him and stab him.

Author Says Present Husband ‘Recalls the Occasion, but Not the Year; Later Meetings

ANY stories have been told 
M:: my meeting with the 

Prince of Wales. The facts 
are as I shall now relate them. 
In the course of so doing, I have 
no choice but to correct, in the 
interest of accuracy,’ the recol- 
lections of my husband, as re- 
corded by him several years 
ago in his memoirs, “A King’s 
Stery.” 

David is justly famous for a 
flawless memory for names, 
places, and historical dates—a 
truly royal gift. But this accom- 
plishment apparently does not 
extend to occurrences of a mild- 
ly romantic connotation, a de- 
ficiency that is not unusual in 
husbands. 


He thinks that we first met 
in the fall of 1931. He was right 
about the season but a whole 
year off in the date. Actually 
we met late in the fall of 1930. 
I am sure I am right—and for 
the most feminine of reasons. 
Our meeting coincided with the 
year I bought my first Paris 
wardrobe. 


As I have mentioned before, 
Benny and Connie Thaw had 
become my close friends, and I 
was aware that Connie’s sister, 
Thelma, Viscountess Furness, 
was greatly admired by the 
Prince of Wales and was widely 
reputed to be the object of his 
interest.

knowledge of the fundamental 
mechanics of the act. Rising re-

I remem- 
ber thinking, as I studied the 
Prince of Wales, how much like 
his pictures he really was—the 
slightly wind-rumpled golden 
hair, the turned-up nose, and a 
strange, wistful, almost sad look 
about the eyes when his expres- 
sion Was in repose. 


But I was surprised on seeing 
him for the first time to dis- 
cover how small he was. From 
the photographs I had seen of 
him in uniform I had somehow 
formed the impression that he 
was fairly tall, but he could not 
be, I realized then, more than 
two inches taller than I, and I 
am five feet five.

After 
South bid three spades, North 


* co-operated beautifully in the 


reaching of the slam. The final 
six bid was based on proper 
valuation of the heart king and 
diamond doubleton. 

West opened the club king 
and declarer reasoned things 
out quite well. He suspected 
East’s void and found the anti- 
dote for it. He did not put up 
dummy’s ace despite his own 
singleton in the suit. West's 
king thus won that trick, but 
the defense had now had it. 
The club continuation was again 
ducked in dummy and this time 
South was able to ruff. He 
played one high trump and then 
the ace-king and another dia- 
mond, trumping the third one 
with dummy’s spade 10. East 
had thrown two diamonds on 
the first two clubs, but still had 
two left to follow on the ace- 
king. Declarer then re-entered 
his hand by trumping another 
low club and drew the out- 
standing trumps. Dummy’s king 
of hearts remained as an entry 
for that still intact and hand- 
some looking club ace. South 
threw his heart loser on it and 
the slam was home. 

It's easy to see that had 
South not figured out the win- 
ning line of play and had per- 
functorily put up dummy’s club 
ace at trick one he would have 
gone down, East would have 
ruffed and then there would 
have been no way of avoiding 
the heart loser in addition. 
South's play was an excellent 
one, even with the assistance 
given by the bidding. But, we 
ask again, would it have oc- 
curred to him as the safety play 
had West not overcalled?

Amendment

NEW YORK. 


HE American Bar Associa- 
T tion again is on the wrong 

side of a question. It seems 
to have a propensity for taking 
the reactionary point of view, 
so it is still in favor of the 
Bricker Amendment which 
would limit the treaty-making 
powers of the President. 

Senator John W. Bricker 
(Rep.), Ohio, told the American 
Legion’s Committee on Legis- 
lation that his amendment was 
“the only way to stop the in- 
ternational planners who are 
determined to drag America 
down to a common level and 
socialize American life.” 

He apparently is hoping for 
the amendment’s approval by 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee this year and then 
will put on a major fight for 
it in the Senate and House 
next year. 

With this advance notice, I 
hope there will be a real educa- 
tional campaign throughout the 
country on this legislation. 
President Ei-enhower has op- 
posed the amendment because 
it would make it impossible for 
him to enter into executive 
agreements which are most im- 
portant and necessary in times 
such as we are living in. 

Why Senator Bricker bothers 
to do anything more about his 
amendment, I don’t know, for 
the State Department has given 
him a complete victory without 
any fight by announcing that it 
is presenting no international 
treaties for ratification.

Almost All Youngsters Have Them—Household Chores No. | Reason

ROTHERLY and. sisterly 

wrangling has been an ac- 

cepted.thing since Cain slew 
Abel with a club. 

The arguments today don't 
take such a violent form as 
that, but our latest youth sur- 
vey shows that 98 per cent of 
the boys and 99 per cent of the 
girls who have brothers or sis- 
ters admit they quarrel with 
them at least once in a while. 

“It’s not that my brother and 
I want to fight—we certainly 
don't,” says a 14-year-old girl. 
“But something always starts 
us off disagreeing, and there 
we go.” 

“Why, I'd think my sister had 
passed out if she didn’t argue 
with me about something,” adds 
a 15-year-old boy. 

Do these disagreements indi- 
cate a lack of fondness? 


“Of course riot,” says a south- 
ern youth- “My two brothers 
are the greatest friends I've 
got. But, man, do we fight!” 


A western girl says: “You 
should see the. arguments we 
get into at home. But we are 
still very close. That has noth- 
ing to do with affection.” 

Why do children in a family 
fight? 

The survey shows that house- 
hold chores and responsibilities 
constitute the main _ reason. 
Thirty-seven per cent of the 
boys and 29 per cent of the 
girls interviewed listed these 
as causing the most difficulty 
in their homes. 

“First, it's who's going to 
wash the dishes, then which 
one will put away the card ta- 
ble. By that time it’s a real hot 
argument,” reports a California 
girl. 

From a 17-year-old boy comes 
this twist: 

“Every Saturday my brother 
and I get into a fight over who 
will wash the car. You see, the 
one who does the job gets the 
buggy for Saturday night.” 

Next in line comes parental 
favors to one or another of the 
children in the family. This 
was listed by 18 per cent of the 
boys and 22 per cent of the 
girls. 

Nothing seems to upset a teen 
more than to see a real or imag- 
ined special favor or privilege 
go to a sister or brother. We 
don’t think this indicates self-

VIGNETTES OF HISTORY 


As the Far West continued to expand, better modes of transportation were needed to 
carry food and supplies to the frontier settlers. In 1847, the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Railroad Company was incorporated by the Missouri Assembly, but the average citizen 
in St. Joseph was merely indifferent to the idea. It was only through State and Federal 
grants that the railroad was built. On February 13, 1859, Joseph Robidoux, founder of 
St. Joseph, drove the railroad’s last spike, made of gold, according to custom. The next 
day the first passenger train arrived at Missouri's western border, making St. Joseph the 
westernmost railroad terminal of the time. (These vignettes do not necessarily refer 
to Tangle Towns puzzles.)
